Sitting as an 
independent. 
Edmonton area MP 
explains why he 
quit Tory caucus 


Edmonton area MP Brent 
Rathgeber says one reason 
he quit the Conservative 
caucus was he could no 
longer stomach being told 
what to do and say by un¬ 
elected youngsters in the 
Prime Minister’s Office. 

“It’s difficult as a lawyer 
and as a member of Parlia¬ 
ment to find my role to be 
subservient to masters half 
my age at the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s Office, who tell me how 
to vote on matters, who tell 
me what questions to ask 
of witnesses in committee, 
who vet my ... one-minute 
member statements,” Rath¬ 
geber, 48, told reporters in 
his Edmonton-St. Albert con¬ 
stituency office Thursday. 

“I think legislators like 
myself have to take a stand 
... that we’re not going to 
read these talking points 
that are written by PMO 
staffers, that we’re not going 
to vote like trained seals.” 


Rathgeber announced 
on Twitter late Wednesday 
that he was quitting caucus 
over a lack of government 
transparency and other con¬ 
cerns. 

Rathgeber also said he 
finds it “rich” that Andrew 
MacDougall, a spokesman in 
Harper’s office, has said he 
should resign and run in a 
byelection. 

“I have two other words: 
David Emerson. You will 
recall that in 2006 ... David 
Emerson, having just been 
elected days before as a Lib¬ 
eral, walked across the floor 
and joined the Conservative 
government. 

“I’m accountable to my 
constituents and if I sense 
that my constituents are 
unhappy with my decision, 
then I’ll have to deal with it. 
But the preliminary emails 
and tweets that have come 
into the office show any¬ 
thing but unhappiness.” 

“I’ll answer to them. I 
won’t answer to the PMO 
anymore.” 

Rathgeber is now sitting 
as an Independent. 

He said he hasn’t decided 
if he will run again, but said 
if he does it would likely be 
as an Independent.

The story at Ross Sheppard 


High School reads like a Holly¬ 
wood movie script. 

According to one parent, 
Kathy, who asked that her last 
name not be published due 
to a police investigation, Ross 
Sheppard students were cheat¬ 
ed out of the roughly $11,000 
they raised for their after grad 
party. 

Now students are reaching 
out to the community. 

“They’re pretty much 
hying to do good and raise 
enough money to put on the 
party that was supposed to 
happen the first time,” said 
Kathy. 

She said students organ¬ 
izing the after grad were ap-

“It was just a big scam. 
They just stole all their 
money and left them 
with nothing.” 

Kathy, parent of a Ross Sheppard student 

proached by a promoter who 
told students all they had to 
do was sell tickets and hand 
over the money. Everything 
else would be booked and or¬ 
ganized. 

Students found out about 
the alleged scam two days be¬ 
fore the after grad was sched¬ 
uled to take place, and now

2014 budget proposal 


New facilities 
driving tax hike 

City ratepayers could see a 
five per cent hike in their 
tax bills next year, accord¬ 
ing to the first look at the 
proposed 2014 budget. 

Councillors got an over¬ 
view of the budget during a 
meeting Thursday, showing 
that with the need to staff 
new facilities and pay for 
projects from previous 
years, the city will need $58 
million more next year. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said it will be hard for the 
city to avoid some of this 
increase because the new 
facilities need to be opened. 

“If you open up three 
new recreation centres 
and four new libraries, you 
can’t just open them up 
and leave nobody there,” 
he said. 

In total, the new facili¬ 
ties are estimated to add 
251 new people to the city’s 
payroll — among those 
new hires are 48 for the 
new NAIT LRT line, nearly 
90 for two new recreation 
centres and 45 for a new 
fire station in Lewis Estates. 

Coun. Kerry Diotte 
pleaded with administra¬ 
tion to find more efficien¬ 
cies and Emit the increase 
to inflation, saying he had 
seniors call him ciying 
about their property tax 
bill. 

However, Coun. Don 
Iveson said in recent years 
administration had found 
$168 million in savings, 
and in doing so kept taxes 
16 per cent lower. 

“This idea that city staff 
haven’t been looking for 
efficiencies is completely 
wrong.” 

Councillors asked 
administration for a report 
looking at options to lower 
the increase, which will 
come back in July.

As a teenager I was fascinated 
by Omar Khadr’s stoiy, prob¬ 
ably more than others, as I 
was trying to make sense of 
how someone so much like me 
could end up so disturbed. 

We did, after all, share the 
same first name and grow up in 
Canadian Muslim households. 
And even though we were one 
year and three provinces apart, 
had he also grown up in my 
small hometown we’d share 
the same school and mosque. 
Just as my parents encouraged 
me to hang out with the few 
Muslim kids around, I’m sure 
they’d encourage me to play 
with him. 

How then, I wondered, did 
my peer become the first min¬ 
or prosecuted for war crimes in 


50 years, while I was busy prac¬ 
tising for my driver’s licence? 

It was naive, small-brained 
thinking, as Khadr’s upbring¬ 
ing is far more complex, but 
with recent news that he’s been 
transferred to a maximum 
security prison in Edmonton, 
where I now live, I find my¬ 
self pondering our similarities 
again. Indeed, as the discourse 
around him has changed so 
much over the decade, and be¬ 
come more nuanced, he’s start¬ 
ing to feel like a normal person. 

For 11 years now, Khadr has 
come to symbolize our emo¬ 
tional intelligence around ter¬ 
rorism. 

Though he had early sup¬ 
porters and sympathizers, the 
general consensus after he was 
detained for killing an Amer¬ 
ican soldier in 2002 was that 
imprisoning this child — with¬ 
out trial and 2,500 kilometres 
from his Ottawa family — was 
a necessary evil to vaccinate 


Canada against the disease of 
radical Islam. 

But by the time the Iraq 
war began exposing its fault 
lines, and the Western world 
expressed feeling betrayed by 
governments, Khadr started 
becoming a martyr of our hys¬ 
teria. 

Then, in the late 2000s, as 
the Harper government stone¬ 
walled all efforts to bring him 
back from Guantanamo Bay 
prison camp, two-thirds of Can¬ 
adians supported repatriating 
him. 

Khadr eventually pleaded 
guilty, enrolled in correspond¬ 
ence classes at King’s Univer¬ 
sity College (a local Christian 
institution) and was transferred 
to an Ontario maximum secur¬ 
ity prison like any other Can¬ 
adian convicted of murder. As 
Khadr’s life became more nor¬ 
malized, insomuch as a 26-year- 
old inmate’s life can be, so has 
terrorism, even as it persists. 


Last April, Liberal Leader 
Justin Trudeau followed the 
Boston Bombings by asking 
Canadians “to look at the root 
causes.” The comment didn’t 
fly uncriticized, but it wasn’t 
wholly objectionable either, 
though it definitely would have 
been 10 years ago. 

This July, Khadr will have 
served a third of his term and 
will be up for parole. If he’s 
denied, his release will inevit¬ 
ably come in 2018 so long as he 
maintains good behaviour. 

Whenever he’s released, it’s 
veiy likely that he’ll choose to 
live in Edmonton, where his 
longtime lawyer, Dennis Ed- 
ney, and his personal tutor live, 
and far from his family whom 
many blame for radicalizing 
him. 

It will be the ultimate test 
of our changing values. Are we 
ready to forgive a convicted ter¬ 
rorist, even if it means living 
side by side? 


MP Goldriitg not 
guilty of refusing 
breathalyzer test 



Ring off the hook. 

Tory welcomed back to 
caucus as judge agrees 
he wasn't ‘buying time' 
to dodge penalty 


An Edmonton MP has been 
found not guilty of failing to 
provide a breath sample dur¬ 
ing a police checlcstop. 

A provincial court judge 
ruled Peter Goldring wasn’t 
tiying to avoid taking a test, 
but was simply asking ques¬ 
tions that any person in his 
situation would have asked 
when officers pulled him 
over. 

“The questions that Mr. 
Goldring was asking do not 
suggest he was just buying 
time,” Edmonton Judge Larry 
Anderson said in a written de¬ 
cision Thursday. 

Goldring said the trial 
highlighted problems with 
random roadside checlcstop 
legislation. Police are obliged 
to wait 15 minutes before 


administering the test if the 
detainee has just had a drink 
and Goldring said the rights 
of people who have been 
detained are unclear during 
that time. 

“Many, many people have 
indecision, they have diffi¬ 
culties understanding what 
these mean,” he said out¬ 
side court. “I’m pleased (the 


judge) has come down in my 
favour on the judgment.” 

Goldring, who represents 
Edmonton East for the Con¬ 
servatives, has been sitting 
as an Independent since leav¬ 
ing the government caucus 
over the charge, but was wel¬ 
comed back following Thurs¬ 
day’s decision.

16-year-old 
charged in third 
downtown 
murderinaweek 

Edmonton police have 
charged a 16-year-old 
male with murder in con¬ 
nection with the death of 
an 18-year-old earlier this 
week. 

In a release issued 
Thursday, police said 
the 16-year-old has been 
charged with second 
degree murder and posses¬ 
sion of a weapon in rela¬ 
tion to the death of Shane 
Kyle Bird, who was found 
wounded in the street on 
114 Street north of Jasper 
Avenue in the early hours 
of Monday morning. 

Bird was transported 
to hospital, but died upon 
arrival. 

Police said on Tuesday 
they had a suspect in the 
case, but declined to pro¬ 
vide any details. 

Following the an¬ 
nouncement of the charges 
Thursday, police said they 
are not looking for any 
additional suspects. 

Bird’s death was Ed¬ 
monton’s 10th homicide of 
the year, and one of three 
confirmed inside of a week 
in the greater downtown 
area.

In addition to keeping Edmon¬ 
ton clean, the city is hoping 
responsible disposal of ciga¬ 
rettes will mean fewer fires.

Homicide. Cops investigate 
man found dead in bushes 


Blunt-force trauma has been 
determined as the cause of 
death of a man found dead 
in some bushes in southwest 
Edmonton Wednesday after¬ 
noon. 

In a release issued Thurs¬ 
day afternoon, police said an 
autopsy confirmed the man’s 
death as a homicide. 

His name will not be re¬ 
leased until next of kin have 
been notified. 

Police said the man was last 
seen in the area he was found 
dead — 68 Avenue and 170 


Street — earlier in the week, 
on Monday. 

They are asking witnesses 
or anyone with information to 
call 780-423-4567 or #377 from 
a mobile phone, or Crime 
Stoppers at 1-800-222-8477. 

This is Edmonton’s 12th 
homicide of the year — and 
fourth in a week. 

Police reiterated Thursday, 
though, that there is nothing 
to suggest this homicide is re¬ 
lated to any others, and that 
investigators believe it was not 
a random act. metro

The mosquito situation in 
Edmonton has gotten better, 
but only time — and rain — 
will tell if it will get worse. 

Right now is a time to be 
enjoyed though, said Mike 
Jenkins, city biological sci¬ 
ences technician, as there are 
less of the bugs biting. 

“There’s definitely a lot 
fewer mosquitoes than there 
was a week ago,” Jenkins said 
Thursday. 

The city has completed 
one full sweep of its mosquito 
control program, said James 
Wilke, director of animal 
care and pest management, 
including spraying from heli¬ 
copters and by ground crews, 
and is now monitoring vari¬ 
ous traps, rain levels and 
standing water in an attempt 
to see what’s to come. 

Without knowing how 
much precipitation will fall 
though, it’s hard to predict. 

Impossible actually, ac¬ 
cording to Jenkins. 

Due to a delayed spring, 
the first batch of bloodsuck¬

grandfather’s work. 

Callaghan was also the 
first surgeon in Canada to 
perform a successful open- 
heart surgery. He retired 
from the University of Al¬ 
berta in the mid 1980s and 
now, in the medical school’s 
100th year, his granddaugh¬ 
ter will graduate as a doctor. 


Hajduk said she didn’t 
know the extent of her 
grandfather’s groundbreak¬ 
ing work until the sixth 
grade, when she did a pres¬ 
entation about the first pace¬ 
maker.

Hajduk’s pride for her 
grandfather continued 
through to medical school, 
where cardiac surgeons that 
knew him would regale her 
with stories about Callaghan.

Hajduk plans to move to 
Calgary after graduation to 
begin her residency in family 
medicine, with the end goal 
of having her own family 
clinic.

Miss World pageant covers up 



Indonesia. Pageant 
contestants will 
have to opt for more 
conservative sarongs 
instead of bikinis 


Miss World has axed the 
famed bikinis from this 
year’s pageant in Indonesia, 
replacing the skimpy swim¬ 
suits with conservative beach 
sarongs amid mounting 
protests from hard-line Mus¬ 
lim groups, organizers said 
Thursday. 

All of the more than 130 
contestants will be required 
to wear Bali’s traditional long 
sarongs instead of the sexy bi¬ 
kinis that are historically part 
of the competition, said Adjie 
S. Soeratmadjie of the RCTI, 


the official broadcaster and 
local organizer. 

Parts of the pageant will 
take place on the resort island 
of Bali and the final round 
will be held Sept. 28 near the 
capital, Jakarta. Indonesia is 
the world’s most populous 
Muslim country. 

“There will be no bikini 
in this year’s Miss World pa¬ 
geant to respect our tradition¬ 
al customs and values,” Soer¬ 
atmadjie said, adding that 
the London-based Miss World 
Organization is on board with 
the decision. 

“This is a sensitive issue in 
Indonesia. We have discussed 
it since last year and they 
have agreed,” he said. 

The chairwoman of the 
Miss World Organization, 
Julia Morley, confirmed that 
none of the 137 contestants 
would wear a bikini. 


“Indonesia is designing 
for us a very beautiful one- 
piece beachwear, and I’m 
very happy with them,” she 
told The Associated Press by 
phone from London, adding 
that the pageant will include 
a special beachwear fashion 
show. 

“I don’t think Indonesia is 
the only country that has that 
culture,” Morley said. “But we 
like to work in the manner 
respectful to every country, 
and I cannot see why when 
you go to somebody’s coun- 
tiy you should not behave 
respectfully.” 

The pageant began in the 
1950s, and the first winner 
was crowned in a two-piece 
bathing suit. 

Soeratmadjie said the sar¬ 
ong would be made creatively 
and designed specifically for 
the event, the associated press 


Health minister tables bill to 
tighten rules on injection sites 


The federal government has 
introduced tough new rules 
for supervised drug-injection 
sites, in a move some see as 
an effort to deter such facili¬ 
ties. 

The government says it’s 
a response to a Supreme 
Court of Canada ruling that 
ordered the Conservatives to 
keep a Vancouver clinic open 
against their will. 


But NDP health critic 
Libby Davies said the govern¬ 
ment is effectively blocking 
any chance of setting up a 
new clinic. 

The new legislation would 
require advocates of new 
clinics to meet two dozen 
specific criteria before they 
can apply to open a new 
clinic. Among other things, 
they would have to canvass 


community opinion and gain 
the support of provincial and 
municipal authorities. 

The health minister 
would then make the final 
decision. 

As Health Minister Leona 
Aglulckaq tabled her bill on 
Thursday, she made it clear 
which way she will lean. 

“Our government believes 
that a site involving the use 


of illicit substances should 
be strictly controlled to pro¬ 
tect everyone in the com¬ 
munity,” she told reporters. 

“Accordingly, we believe 
that the application process 
needs to be changed to cre¬ 
ate formal opportunities for 
local voices to be heard and 
their views considered before 
an exemption would be con¬ 
sidered.”

Pope Francis added his voice 
to the growing campaign 
against food waste on World 
Environment Day, attacking 
a “culture of waste” that is 
“stealing from the table of 
those who are poor and hun¬ 
gry” 

Awareness around the 
campaign has grown rapidly, 
with the European Parlia¬ 
ment recently adopting a 
resolution to halve food waste 
in member states by 2025. 
There have already been suc¬ 
cesses, such as household 
waste in the U.K. dropping 8 
per cent over two years. 

Activists welcomed the 
Pope’s remarks. 

“It is important, and what

he said was right,” said Tris¬ 
tram Stuart, founder of activ¬ 
ist group Feeding the 5000, 
part of the EU FUSIONS initia¬ 
tive (Food Use of Social Innov¬ 
ation by Optimising Waste 
Prevention Strategies). “Wast¬ 
ing imported food means the 
locals in food-insecure areas 
cannot buy it, so it is taken 
off their table.” 

But the focus should be 
more on the suppliers, Stuart 
claimed. “Retailers shouldn’t 
deflect attention to the con¬ 
sumer, most food waste is in 
the supply chain. But con¬ 


sumers have the responsibil¬ 
ity to ensure the businesses 
we buy from eveiy day are 
held to account.” 

One strategy is to audit 
the supply and release com¬ 
prehensive figures on waste, 
with several European par¬ 
liaments considering such a 
proposal. Stuart is optimis¬ 
tic that agreements can be 
reached. 

“Compared to other cam¬ 
paigns like climate change, 
food waste is something that 
strikes people as instinctively 
wrong, from a taxi driver in 
Delhi to a CEO in New York, 
and there are relatively sim¬ 
ple solutions.” 

International supermar¬ 
kets have been slow to com¬ 
mit to waste cutting propos¬ 
als, but Charlie Clutterbuclc 
of the U.K. Food Ethics Coun¬ 
cil recommends people can 
influence them by buying 
closer to home. 

“Localism is a solution,” he 
told Metro. “If there is a net¬ 
work to link local initiatives 
it will stop food prices rising, 
make us less dependent and 
change the supply model.”

The girl, Sarah Murna¬ 
ghan, also remains on the 
priority list for a lung from a 
pediatric donor, Sebelius said. 


Her family, through a spokes¬ 
woman, said her condition 
had worsened Thursday. 

Sarah’s parents had chal¬ 
lenged existing transplant 
policy that made children 
under 12 wait for pediatric 
lungs to become available, or 
be offered lungs donated by 
adults after adolescents and 
adults on the waiting list had 
been considered.

Canadian cattle producers 
say an E. coli outbreak that 
made 18 people sick and led 
to an extensive beef recall 
last fall hasn’t managed to 
shake consumer confidence 
in beef. 

Canada Beef Inc. — 
the industry’s marketing 
arm — said Canadians’ 
total beef consump¬ 
tion last year was up 
2.2 per cent from 2011.

Canada Beef said it also 
supports Ottawa’s plan to 
tighten the rules for meat 
plants and add more inspec¬ 
tions. 

“I like the 30 recommen¬ 
dations and I think a lot of 
them are already being en¬ 
acted,” MacLean said Thurs¬ 
day from his cattle feedlot

Searching for laughs 


The Internship. 

Owen Wilson and 
Vince Vaughn fail to 
rekindle that Wedding 
Crashers magic in this 
poor man’s version of 
Revenge of the Nerds 


Richard: Mark, this is the 
funniest infomercial I’ve 
ever seen. As a comedy mov¬ 
ie it doesn’t rate that high, 
but as an advertisement for 
Google it’s a knee slapper. 
I’ve seen product placement 
in movies before, but this is 
something else. By the time 
Rose Byrnes’ character says, 
“I believe what we do here 
makes people’s lives better,” 
I was ready to worship at the 


Church of the Sacred Search 
Engine. We also learn that 
Google is ranked as the best 
place to work in America. 
That’s all great, but I was 
hoping for more laughs with 
my infomercial. What did you 
think? 

Mark: Ugh! The shameless 
corporate tie-in made me 
want to take a shower. And 
it opens up the door for less 
savoury companies to do 
the same thing: can Mon¬ 
santo: The Movie be far be¬ 
hind? It’s too bad, because 
the leads are great, and it’s 
a great premise — but I 
didn’t laugh once. It could 
have been a version of Ani¬ 
mal House set at a business 
behemoth, but comes off as 
a bad Revenge of the Nerds. 
The idea would make a 


great reality series, but the 
movie flops and feels engin¬ 
eered from the first frame 
onwards. 

RC: I’m not so sure I thought 
the leads were great. There 
are some laughs in The 
Internship. Unfortunately, 
very few of them are gener¬ 
ated by Vaughn and Wilson. 
The chemistry that made 
Wedding Crashers such a 
big hit eight years ago is 
still in place, but the ma¬ 
terial isn’t. They still ban¬ 
ter a blue streak but it feels 
tired and old, like many 
of the jokes. The two lud¬ 
dites at a tech mecca should 
have been workable, but it 
often feels like laughing at 
grandpa because he can’t 
figure out how to work the 
remote.

It beats being 
a drug mule 


The other John. 
Comedian didn’t hesitant 
at the chance to fill in at 
the anchor desk 


Since 2006, John Oliver 
has proved his mettle as a 
phoney journalist on The 
Daily Show. 

Serving in numerous 
“reporting” roles on the 
spoof newscast, but chiefly 
as senior British corres¬ 
pondent, the Birmingham, 
England-born Oliver is 
school-boyish, poker-faced 
and emphatic in explaining 
America to itself — wheth¬ 
er the topic is Occupy Wall 
Street, gun control or the 
N-word. And he’s satisfied 
that his accent from across 
the pond makes anything 
he says, however off-kilter, 


sound authoritative here in 
the New World. 

Recently Oliver said a 
simple “yes” to his boss, Jon 
Stewart, who means to take 
the summer off to make a 
feature film and asked Oli¬ 
ver to fill in for him at the 
Daily Show anchor desk. 

“I’ll say yes to anything 
he wants me to do,” Oliver 
explains at the Daily Show 
offices in midtown Manhat¬ 
tan. “I owe him so much — 
he brought me over here (to 
the U.S.) seven years ago — 
so I’ll do anything he wants, 
whether it’s hosting his 
show or operating as a drug 
mule between here and Bo¬ 
gota. As it happens,” adds 
Oliver, looking relieved, 
“what he wanted was just 
hosting this show.” In the 
coming months, Stewart 
will be directing and pro¬ 
ducing Rosewater from his 


own script based on a book 
by Iranian journalist Maziar 
Bahari, who was falsely ac¬ 
cused of being a spy and 
imprisoned by the Iranian 
government in 2009 while 
covering Iran’s presidential 
election. 

And starting Monday, 
Oliver will preside on The 
Daily Show (which airs at 11 
p.m. EDT Mondays through 
Thursdays on Comedy Cen¬ 
tral). He will substitute- 
anchor for eight weeks of 
new shows before Stewart’s 
return on Sept. 3. 

“He’s got all the talents 
and he’s gonna be great,” 
declared Stewart in a separ¬ 
ate interview. “And he can 
handle the speed of it. You 
want somebody in that pos¬ 
ition for everybody else on 
the staff, so they don’t feel 
they have to slow down.”

Buzzy shows starring Toni Col¬

Green explores Alexis 
breakup on new album 


Interview. Former 
Alexisonfire frontman 
Dallas Green talks 
about his depression 
after leaving band 
he helped form 


Two years ago, Little Hell 
granted City and Colour’s 
Dallas Green his greatest suc¬ 
cess yet — platinum sales, his 
first chart-topping album and 
eventually, a Juno Award for 
songwriter of the year. So nat¬ 
urally, as he toured his most 
popular record yet, he was 
miserable. 

That Green was blue had 
nothing to do with Little Hell, 
which he liked, but instead a 
heavy secret he’d been toting: 
the 32-year-old had already 
decided to depart the belov¬ 
ed post-hardcore band he’d 
helped to found more than a 
decade earlier, Alexisonfire, 
but news wouldn’t reach the 
public until months later. 



“Making Little Hell, I 
knew I had left the band,” he 
recalled during a recent inter¬ 
view at an east Toronto bar. 
“I was lying to all the pub¬ 
lic, right? ... And that really 
(messed) me up.” 

It took making The Huriy 
and the Harm — out Tuesday 
— to help heal Green. As he 
was wrapping up the Little 


Hell tour, he “rekindled his 
relationship” with the rest 
of Alexisonfire and they an¬ 
nounced plans for a farewell 
jaunt. 

He decided to work quick¬ 
ly, wanting to figure out new 
songs before re-immersing 
himself in the Alexis head- 
space before their bittersweet 
victoiy lap. In Nashville and 
Toronto, he put together The 
Huriy and the Harm and had 
a “wonderful experience.” 
After completing the Alexis 
tour, he was suddenly in a far 
more positive place than he 
had been in a long time. 

“For the first time in eight 
or nine years, I didn’t have 
anything to do,” he said. “I 
had the record done ... and I 
finished and closed the book 
on the Alexis chapter. The 
first couple weeks of January 
are the first two weeks I’ve 
ever relaxed, like literally re¬ 
laxed, in eight or nine years. 
And it was a really big mo¬ 
ment. It was like a proverbial 
weight off my shoulders.”

Southern California has been 
good for Thom Yorke. 

It’s the home base for his 
four-year-old band Atoms For 
Peace, meaning he’s making 
occasional tough cross-con¬ 
tinent commuter flights from 
the United Kingdom but also 
hiking up to Griffith Observa¬ 
tory and surfing with Atoms 
bassist Flea of the Red Hot 
Chili Peppers. The very Eng¬ 
lish Radiohead frontman said 
Los Angeles is steadily work¬ 
ing its magic on him.

Generally in my work, it’s 
really helped me a lot. And 
it’s fed back into the Radio¬ 
head thing too. Maybe it’s 
just getting old, but I’m loos¬ 
ening up with all my... stupid 
rules about what works, what 
doesn’t work.” 

The 44-year-old first as¬ 
sembled Flea, Radiohead pro¬ 
ducer and multi-instrumen¬ 
talist Nigel Godrich, Brazilian 


percussionist Mauro Refosco 
and drummer Joey Waronlcer 
to perform songs from his 
2006 solo album The Eraser. 
A series of loose recorded 
L.A. jam sessions followed, 
which Yorke and Godrich 
rearranged and remixed for 
nearly two years. 

The resulting album, 
Amok, was released in Feb- 
ruaiy and blends Yorke’s 
distinctive tenor vocals with 
complex layers of rhythm. 
A week after getting back 
together to rehearse for an 
upcoming tour, Yorke and 
Flea sat together at a picnic 
table last week outside their 
rehearsal space.

Queens of the Stone Age. Josh’s Homme is where his heart is on their new album 


When Josh Homme sat 
down to write the music 
that would become Queens 
of the Stone Age’s long- 
awaited new album, he 
found he had nothing to 
say. Worse, he was vaguely 
embarrassed by everything 
he’d done before. 

The mind has its dark 
places and Homme found 
himself stuck in some if its 
blacker recesses after dying 
briefly on the operating 
table during leg surgery in 
2010. 

“One of the things it did 
for me was it made music 
seem almost stupid to me, 
silly,” Homme said. “For 
a guy who’s always wor¬ 
shipped music — that’s 
been my religion — to all of 
a sudden feel foolish about 
playing music and to feel it 
was overblown, dramatic, 
self-absorbed — that (it) 
meant nothing all of a sud¬ 
den — was strange.” 

It began with Homme sit¬ 


ting in a room trying to love 
music again. 

His wife finally got him 
rolling, convincing him to 
hit record and make the 
demos that would eventu¬ 
ally become Like Clock¬ 
work, the first new album 
for the Grammy-winning 
Los Angeles-based band 
since 2007. 

It’s not really like any 
Queens of the Stone Age 
album you’ve heard before. 

It’s dark — OK, darker 
— and brooding. There are 
slow, contemplative songs 
and the mood is far more 
vulnerable than on any of 
the band’s previous five al¬ 
bums. 

“And I hated it because 
I thought, ‘Who’s going 
to want to listen to this?”’ 
Homme said. 

“And my wife Brody says, 
‘Who cares?’ And I stopped 
and went, ‘Oh, that’s right. 
Who cares?”’

Who can forget the racket that 
a noisy biodegradable Sunchip 
bag made? Kudos to any manu¬ 
facturer who cares enough to 
take an ecological step in the 
right direction. 

Reducing waste and recyc¬ 
ling is on the radar of eveiy 
responsible eater and food 
manufacturer, no doubt, but 
the system just isn’t perfect yet. 
What would be ideal is a zero 
waste, edible package. But will 
that ever be a reality? 

Packaging expert Loong-Talc 


Lim, an associate professor at 
the department of food science 
at the University of Guelph, 
says that we already have ed¬ 
ible packaging, we just don’t 
know it. Sausage casing, for 
instance, used to be made from 
the intestine of animals but 
now it is man made. His group 
has the “objective to utilize soy 
protein and waste from soy 
plants to produce edible films 
and coatings. We extracted cel¬ 
lulose microfibrils from the cel- 
lulosic waste from soy and use 
them as a filler to strengthen 
soy protein and alginate films. 
The idea is to use them as an ed¬ 
ible packaging, for example as a 
primaiy packaging in sausage.” 

Seaweed itself, in the form 
of Nori, is also an edible wrap¬ 
per of sorts. The original, most 
likely. The sugar coating and 
camuba wax on M and M’s 
are intended to have the same 
properties of containing a vola¬ 
tile substance with a stronger 
one. But that’s kinda cheat¬ 
ing, right? They aren’t edible 
packaging in the sense that we 
think of — a vessel that carries

food from serving to ingestion. 

It’s coming, Lim says. The 
hurdle is that edible products 
won’t have the robust bar¬ 
rier properties needed to be 
shelf stable for long periods or 
throughout travel. They will 
necessarily have to be quickly 
used and consumed. They 
won’t be able to hold the mar¬ 
keting and printing dyes like 
current packages can. Further, 
the manufacturer needs to 
meet strict applications of food 
grade materials and storage to 


prevent mold and bacteria. 

Look to Taiwan for the most 
hopeful and inspiring idea. 
Chen Liang-erh, an amateur 
inventor, created edible bowls 
from oats. They aren’t meant 
to hold much for long but work 
well for a street food meal of 
noodles and then a little crispy 
cracker after-snaclc instead of 
trash. In Japan Nobuhilco Arik- 
awa of Rice-Design has created 
beautiful restaurant quality ed¬ 
ible tableware from traditional 
hard tack cracker dough. Both 
inspired ideas with legs. 

We may see more of these 
kinds of edible packaging 
fairly quickly as it is already 
common to find cornstarch 
utensils instead of plastic. The 
biodegradable packages are 
quickly improving, but the 
futuristic image of a zero trash 
food world isn’t likely to come 
soon. Not while labelling and 
marketing has such a hold over 
our store shelves anyway.

Discover the joy of being active with 
your canine companion. Try some of 
these fun activities: 

I Go for a walk. Sounds basic, but 
many pet owners don’t make it a 
daily practice. “Behaviour problems and 
obesity — the No. 1 medical problem 
for dogs — can arise from inadequate 
exercise,” says Dr. Deji Odetoyinbo, a 
veterinarian with a busy urban practice 
in Toronto and 12 years experience in 
emergency medicine. 

2 Play fetch. Whether you use balls, 
squeak toys or some other retriev¬ 
able object, many dogs love fetching. 
“Dogs are social animals and retrieving 
something is an interaction that’s men¬ 
tally gratifying and intensely reward¬ 
ing.” 

3 Go for a swim. Dogs generally like 
water, but swimming comes with a 


few caveats. “Not every breed should be 
allowed in water — bulldogs in par¬ 
ticular,” Odetoyinbo says. “Make sure 
the current is safe. And remember that 
floating algae can be deadly, so if the 
water has a blue-green film, keep your 
dog out.” 

4 Go for obedience training. This is 
especially important for younger 
dogs, but even old dogs can learn new 
tricks. “It’s also a good way to solidify 
the bond between pet and owner.” 

5 Take your dog visiting. A well- 
behaved dog can do wonders for 
seniors and those with developmental 
disabilities. “Talk to your vet first to 
ensure your dog has the right temper¬ 
ament and is free of communicable 
health problems, since some people you 
encounter may be immune-comprom- 
ised,” Odetoyinbo says.

your dog plenty of bathroom breaks, 
water and cool air while driving. Ensure 
immunizations are up to date and check 
that your destination is pet friendly.”

STRETCHING YOUR LEGS WITH

To keep walks happy, comfortable and 
safe, here is a quick list of things to 
consider when you are out and about with 
your four-legged friend this summer, com¬ 
piled with the help of Dr. Deji Odetoy¬ 
inbo, a Toronto veterinarian with 12 years 
experience in emergency medicine. 

Plan your route. It’s easy to head out, 
then find that you have gone too far and 
your pet is struggling. “Especially short¬ 
faced breeds like pugs and bulldogs can 
suffer severe respiratory distress if they’re 
exercised on hot days,” Odetoyinbo says. 

Stay on the grass. Concrete or paved 
surfaces can cause burned foot pads if 
you are walking on a hot day. “Staying on 
a path or grassy surface will keep paws 
cooler and act as better cushioning for a 
dog’s joints.” 

Go early or late. “Many dogs keep 


going until they drop, so it’s important to 
ensure they don’t get overheated. Walk 
early or late in the day when it’s cooler.” 

Take a leash. “Even if you’re headed 
to an off-leash zone, your pet should be 
leashed en route.” Not all dogs are well- 
behaved in the dog park, so it’s best to be 
able to leash your pet if it or other dogs it 
is playing with are acting up. 

Carry enough poop bags. One dog, one 
bag, right? Wrong! You may need extras 
sincesome dogs go multiple times — or 
someone else in the park might be stuck. 
“Three bags is a good number,” Odetoy¬ 
inbo says. 

Don’t forget water. Most dogs aren’t 
trained to drink out of a bottle. “There are 
great collapsible containers that double 
as a dispenser that are handy and easy to 
carry.”
